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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-6, 10-14, 16-22, 25-28, 30-34, 37-38, 40-42, and 47-53 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. 

Regarding claims 1-6, 10-14, 16-17, and 48-50, claims 1 and 16 recite the limitation 
"evaluating means for evaluating the outputs from said plurality of channel estimation means". 
However, when looking at the drawings of the specification, the evaluating means evaluates the 
outputs of the combining means and not the outputs of the plurality of channel estimation means. 

Regarding claims 18-22, 25-28, 30-31, and 51-53, claims 18 and 30 recite the limitation 
"selection means for selecting one of the outputs from the combining means". However, when 
looking at the drawings of the specification the selection means selects one of the outputs from 
the error calculators or the CRC checkers, not the combining means. 

Regarding claim 32-34, 37-38, and 40, claims 32 and 40 recite the limitation "evaluating 
the plurality of channel estimations". However, when looking at the drawings of the 
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specification, the outputs of the combining means are evaluated, not the plurality of channel 
estimation means. 

Regarding claims 41-42 and 47, claims 41 and 47 recite the limitation "selecting one of 
the combination results". However, when looking at the drawings of the specification, one of the 
results from the error calculators or CRC checkers is selected instead of a result from the 
combining means. 



Conclusion 



3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. Bi (U.S. Patent No. 5, 623, 485) discloses a plurality of estimation means, coupled to 
a decoder and a selection circuit.
